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Better Do It Now 


The city council had a skirmish with 
the coal question on Monday and will de- 
bate it further at next meeting. Council, 
it is proposed, should arrange at the power 
house or elsewhere storage space where 
dealers can pile up supplies against the de- 
mand next fall and winter. 

Assuming that the dealers have not 
sufficient storage room and find this dif- 
ficult to obtain under wartime conditions, 
the suggestion is reasonable. The city 
would be undertaking only a minimum 
amount of responsibility, the expense 
should not be great, and this could be 
recovered by charging a fair rental for the 
accommodation. 

Whatever e¢omes of this, the observant 
householder will see in the proposal an- 
other warning that next winter's coal sup- 
ply is something he had better think about 
now. It may seem absurd to a resident 
of Edmonton to order November's coal 
in May, but better that than have an empty 
bin when cold weather arrives: 

Alberta mines during the last year pro- 
duced more coal than ever before—still 
there was a scarcity in the winter months, 
For the reason that the demand was also 
greater than ever before. If weather con- 
ditions are similar the demand will go up 
rather than down next winter. The con- 
clusion is obvious. 


Assets Balance Liabilities 


Canada is doing its own war-financing. 
It has borrowed no war money abroad. It 
has neither received nor asked for any- 
thing on lease-lend account. On the con- 
trary, the Dominion last year gave Britain 
a billion dollars’ worth of supplies out- 
right. This year it is offering an equal 
amount of supplies to any Allied countries 
which need them, without demanding pay- 
ment or promises to pay. So far from be- 
ing a leaner on its associates in the war ef- 
fort, Canada is a prop to the economic 
strength of the United Nations. If we do 
not get paid for the tools we are supply- 
ing to our Allies’ forces, the effective use 
of those tools will be accepted as discharg- 
ing the debt. 

The money that the Government of 
Canada is borrowing to finance these oper- 
ations it is borrowing wholly from the peo- 
ple of Canada. The debt is entirely in- 
ternal. The country is therefore no poorer 
for the borrowing. The amount that the 
Government owes it owes to its own tax- 
payers, and the amount of its indebtedness 
is balanced by the amount of the payments 
which will be due to them. A Government 
could never go “broke” by borrowing’ from 
its own taxpayers and spending among 
them. The more the Government owes to 
them, the more they have with which to 
repay the obligations 

If anyone is still foolish enough to im- 
agine that the Victory bonds sold in Can- 
ada could become unpayable, he should sit 
down and try to figure out how such a 
thing could come about. He will find that 
it simply eouldn’t Beppe. 


Subs and the Burma Road 


The make-up of the conference at 
Washington is sufficient indication that 
the whole field of the global war is to be 
surveyed. While the clearance of the Axis 
from North Africa entails a review and ad- 
justment of plans for action in Europe, 
the presence of United States and British 
commanders in the Burma-China area can 
only mean that attention is also to be given 
to the situation there. 

Large scale action in Europe can only 
be undertaken and sustained if the sub- 
marine is curbed and the Atlantic sea 
routes made dependable as supply lines 
from this continent. China can only be 
supported adequately and Japan balked if 
the Burma road is got under contro] or 
some substitute supply route opened. The 
conference thus faces problems ranging 
geographically from the eastern shores of 
America eastward around the globe to the 
Aleutian islands. 

In general terms the basic question 
confronting the Allies now is not one of 
production but transportation. The fac- 
tories in the United States, Canada, Brit- 
ain and Russia are turning out the tools; 
but there are serious difficulties to be 
cleared away before these can be delivered 
where they are and will be needed on time 
and in amounts necessary. The U-boats 
and the Burma road are bound to have 
prominent places op the conference pro- 

m, for they are directly related to the 
nvasion of Europe and the development of 
an offensive against Japan. 

Elimination of the Axis from Tunisia 
and Allied air domination of Sicily have 
opened the Mediterranean route to south- 
ern Europe and India. But to reach the 
Mediterranean supply ships have to run 
the gauntlet of Hitler's wolf packs in the 
Atlantic, and to forward supplies from In- 
dia to China the Himalaya barrier must be 
breached somewhere. 


Ten Pro-Nazis 


The isolationists in parliament took 
occasion to further clarify their peculiar 
position during the debate on the mutual 
aid bill. This bill will empower the Gov- 
ernment to ship war supplies to Allied 
countries even if these cannot pay for 
them, to the limit of one billion dollars. 

Under the leadeiship of Hon. J. A. 
Cardin, former minister of transport, Mr. 
J. S&S. Roy, member for Gaspe, and Mr. 


. 


Liguori Lacombe, member for Laval-Two 
Mountains, ten of the members support- 
ed amendments which would have kliled 
the bill outright. Al ten are from Quebec 
constituencies, and all fought the amend- 
ment of the mobilization law under which 
men called for military training can be 
sent out of Canada if that becomes neces- 
sary. 

_ In voting against the aid bill these 
members said in effect that they would let 
the people in Britain go hungry if they 
cannot pay for food, would let the Chin- 
ese be crushed if they cannot pay for 
weapons, would let the Greeks starve if 
they cannot pay for the wheat we are 
shipping to them, would dole out to the 
Russians only so many planes and tanks 
and guns as they can pay for. 

Their action implied more than this. It 
must be plain to anyone that if our Allies 
are provided with food and arms and thus 
enabled to fight, fewer Canadians will have 
to cross the oceans to do the fighting in 
Europe and the Orient. But the isolation- 
ists would neither feed and arm Allied 
troops nor send Canadian troops to fight 
in their stead. 

If that is not a pro-Nazi attitude the 
differénce is not important. The Axis can 
only be beaten by armed forces. Our isola- 
tionists would neither send Canadian 
forces to do the job nor feed and equip 
others to do it. What more could Hitler 
or Mussolini or Tojo ask of Canada than 
that it should adopt that policy of aloof- 
ness?

Till she was seven her 
education was confined to reading 
and writing (Princess Victoria was 
tutored in the latter by the writing- 
master of Westminster School), 
French, the piano and dancing.

very different tutelage from that 
exercised over the Princess of the 
1820's by Fraulein Lehzen. 

But King George's two daugh- 
| ters—for Princess Elizabeth is hap- 
pily not, like Princess Victoria, an 
only child—are well-provided with 
teachers of special subjects, such 
as French, German and music. 
Princess Elizabeth today reads 
| history with the Vice-Provost of 
| Eton, on the basis of such works 
|as Trevelyan’s ‘History of Eng- 
| land,” which could not be improv- 
ed on, and Muzzey's “History of the 
United States,” which for this par- 
ticular purpose possibly could (but 
| how many English girls of 16 read

National War Labor Board, at its 
general inquiry into labor rela- 
tions in Canada, yesterday was 
urged in a brief by the Canadian | 
Construction Association to re- | 
commend to the government | 
adopttion of a simplified labor 
code to replace numerous orders | 
now applying to labor matters. | 

In another brief the Employees’ 
Association of Canadian Car and) 
Foundry Co, Ltd, Montreal, ex- 
pressed support of “independent” 
unions and asked for legislation to 
assure their protection against in- 
vasion by outside union organiz- 
ations. 


TO HEAR C.C.F. BRIEF 

Friday the first brief to be pre- 
sented wil) be that of the Co-Oper- 

ative Commonwealth Federation 

J. B. Sterling of Montreal, presi- 
dent of the construction association, | 
read the brief for that organization 

The association said the mult- 
plicity of regulations at present 
applying to labor matters was con- 
fusing to both employers and em- 
ployees. 

“One of the most effective 
measures to avoid strikes or lock- 
outs is to have legislation simple, 
clear and direct and have it im- 
partially administered.” 

It recommended that the National 


‘War Labor Board establish a defi- 


nite date for the determination of | 
cost-of-living bonuses and basic 
wage rates in the construction in- | 
dustry, The bonus should be 
uniform and mandatory for all 
manual workers in the industry. 


UNION RESPONSIBILITY 

Referring to the responsibility of 
trade unions, the association said: 
“We believe that the registration 
or incorporation of all trade unions 
should be considered by your board | 
as one factor in the maintenance of | 
good labor relations.” 

The association included in its 
brief a motion passed May 3 by 
the national joint conference 
board of the construction in- 
dustry, recommending that man- 
ual workers in the construction 
industry who have not been re- 
ceiving a cost-of-living bonus 
equivalent to five cents an hour 
should have their present bonus | 
increased to $2.07 a week. } 
The Association of Employees of 
the Canadian Car and Foundry Co. | 
urged the chartering or registration | 
of all Canadian trade unions. Its! 
brief was presented by the presi-| 
dent of the association, H. Mocker- 
idge, for the associated unions of 
the company.
